Uarpeuter came home Saturday 
evening while he was doing his work. Is sure the 
horse was there Sunday evening. 
not tell hin to put the horse M™ the stable at any 
time. D. A. Reed. a carpenter, testified: *I live 
across the street from Carpenter, Saw shim Mon- 
day, October 15, about 8 o’clocK in the morning. 
He came by my hoube in a buggv and wanted we 
to do some work on at elevaior. He 
seemed excited and in a hurry: talked 
loud; satd he was going ‘to Harisburg. 
My wife and Mrs. Beers saw him and re marked 
about his ubusual hurry. 1 was withiv four feet 
of the buggy; did wot notice auvibiug in tne 
buggy; probably he was not more excited than a 
hurry would make bin.” 

Robert Griffin testitied: “I live in Philadel- 
phia; my age is 25 years: have been here two 
weeks; | worked ov the Chicagoand Alton,_Rail- 
road four days; stay at the Noite House; I do pot 
know U. A. Carpenter; know where his office is; 
did uot see him  <there Saturday — or 
Sunday evening; did not notice a 
light in the office Saturday evening;

The court said: “This is an 
action begun before a justice unaer the forcible 
entry and detainer ‘act. Under old decisions 


of the Supreme Court this .appeal must be dis- 
missed because the transcript was not filed in 
time, under section 2.470 of the Kevis: d 
Sialutes, uniess the statute of 1883 
(acts. 1883, p. 112) has modified the effect o: 
said decisions. This* new statuie p: ovides that 
“whenever anyact is authorized to be done or any 
power civen to a court or a proof thereof in va- 
cation the words ‘in vacation’ shall be construed 
io include any adjvurnment of court for mere 
than one day.’ This statute merely mod- 
fies the law .so far as coneerns any 
uct to be done by A court or 
Judge thereof, but it docs not appear 
to be broad envugh to cover acts required by law 
to be done by the parties litigant. Ii the legisia- 
tive intention had been to react such dactsas the 
case at bar presents, ic could easily have been 
expressed, but as the law now reads, it does not, 
and accordingly ander the decisious above cited 
the motion 1s sustained.

A SENSIBLE ADDRESS. 

AN. address to the colored people of Ken- 
tucky recently issued by a committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose by a mass meeting 
of the colored citizens of Louisville treats 
the Supreme Court’s Civil Rights decision 
with a common-sense that was conspicuously 
absent from the rhetorical ravings of the 
gifted Bos InGERSOLL On the same subject. 

“As citizens, we have been deprived of no 
civil rights hitherto enjoyed by us by this 
decision of the Supreme Court,” says the 
Louisville address. They recognize the fact 
that the recognition oftheir civil rights is 
the result of fundamental laws which no ju- 
dicial decision can nullify, no Act 
of Congress repeal. They see that 
the tendency of our institutions and 
of public sentiment is to secure a 
voluntary concession of the privileges which 
they demand as civil rights, but which no 
legislation or judicial remedy is as likely to 
seciire for them. ‘The reason for special leg- 
islation in their behalf will distppear,. they | 
say, “as we advance in intelligence, wealth 
and deportment as good citizens.” By 


classes and making their custom an object 
to business rivals of all kinds they 
feel confident that they can soonest eradi- 
cate the last vestige of unjust or humiliating 
discrimination against them as a class. 

They have certainly found the only safe 
and sure solution of the difficulty, The total 
lack of power on the part of Congress to af- 
ford them a remedy was so obvious thata full 
bench of Supreme Judges, every one of them 
appointed by Republican Presidents, pro- 
claimed it with remarkable unanimity. The 
minute police regulations required are 
among the reserved powers of the States, 
powers which cannot be conferred upon the 
Federal Government without endangering 
it and our entire system. With the number 
of ballots they control, giving them the bal- 
ance of power in so many States and in the 
whole Union, they could soon obtain all the 
Siate legisiation on the subject that they 
want. Butitis far petter for ‘them to rely 
upon the business influence of their trade 
and the moral influence of their political 
power than toincur the odium aroused by 
special coercive legislation in their behalf. 

There are some evils and inequalities 
which coercive laws cannot reach or remedy, 
either for the white nian or the colored man. 
One of the wealthiest and most influential 
classes of business men in the United 
States, the Jews, were excluded from 
a millionaire’s Saratoga ,hotel a few 
vears ago, and are still excluded, without 
judicial remedy for this public insult to their 
race and religion. But as it was a business 
matter on the part of the hotel man, they 
doubtless made it a business matter “o teach 
him that the experiment would not pay, and 
we have not heard of any other hotel man 
following his exampie. We must draw the 
line somewhere against government inter- 
ference with proprietary rights in the man- 
agement of private business enterprises, and 
to protect themselves from the minor annoy- 
ances of social prejudice the colored peuple 
will recognize that there are better means 
within their reach than special laws tur 
their benefit. Our constitution not only 
makes them equal with the white man before 
the law, but specially forbids State legisia- 
tion to their prejudice as a class. With such 
guarantees they should rest satisfied that 
their future status as te social recognition or 
privileges must depend on their use of their 
means of self-improvementand self-advance- 
ment. :

Full Details of Last Night’s Fire on Broadway 
$150,000 Worth of Property Destroyed— 
No Lives Lost, v 


A great many of those who attended the thea- 
ters last night were rewarded with a sight after 
the Thespian entertainments were over that 
eclipsed in grandeur and brillianop any pyrotech- 
hic display that ever was given. The bells 
were just ringing eleven o’clock when the dark 
stream of peuple that poured from the Olympic 
Theater and the Grand Opera House and moved 
down Fitth street had their attention calied to a 
fire in the vicinity of the Roundtop Market by a 
huge column of fame surmounted by a erown of 
smoke, jeweiled with sparks. She clatter and 
clang of engines were drowned by a succession of 
loud reports as of powder explodin:, and for a 
moment the fiery columa which shot up tn the 
distance was eclipsed in smoke, whieh, passing. 
away, carried with it a lela of flery brands 
and burning cinders that were  carriea 


by a strong castern breeze as far as Jefferson ave- 
nue. A general rush Was made for the burning

THE ENTIRE BUILDING 
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| The Burned Buildings. 

The burned district includes the houses on 
Broadway from 1116 to Biddle street, on Biddle to 
Collins, ana on Collins street to a point a ttle 
northeast of 1116 Broadway. The Benton House, 
as the hotel was last called,.was known formerly 
as the Girard and as the Broadway. it was built 
before the war by Louis Picot and almost as 
soon as’ it was finished was turned into an 
hospital for the sick and wounded 
Federal troops. The hotel has passed 
throyeh a great many hands, each of whom lost 
money upon it. It cost originally $10,000. Dr. 
Mci#an bought it anout two years since and 
fitted up part of. the building «8 a chemical labor- 
alory. he rest of the house wis used and occu- 
pied Dy Mr. Cooney as an hotel. Several small 
bouses were burned—Joe Ed’s boot and shee 
shop and Mrs. Fink’s restauravt on Broad- 
way. Part of the McLean building was 
occupied by Henry Retn<tadtier, a dealer in 
agcricuhural machinery. The fouse adjoining 
the druc atore was tenanted by H. O. Pope, com- 
mission; Casey & Oleson and Ramrove & Co,, 
hoth shoe manufacturers, and the Collins Mauu- 
facturing Company.
